Every Christmas since that 
first one nearly two thousand 
years ago has had a unique 
place in the minds of men. 
But we suggest there might be 
something particularly signi- 
ficant about this Christmas.

when we celebrate the birth 
of Christ -that there are -men 
amongst us who think we can 
compromise with a force which 
denies God and all His teach- 
ings. It not only denies God 
and His Son, but has sworn to 
wipe Them from the hearts and 
minds of men. This is there- 
fore a good time to recall 
that our nation was founded, 
established and built to great- 
ness by truly religious peo- 
ple. This does not mean they 
had to be Baptists or Meth- 
odists or Catholics or Luth- 








erans or Jews or Presbyterians 
or any of the numerous other 
religious sects. Some were 
and some were not. The point 
is that they all acknowledged 
the guidance of a Higher Being 
in man’s affairs. The first 
settlers in America came here 
seeking not the good life, 
not security, not wealth. They 
came here to find freedom to 
worship God as they saw fit. 
And when the time approached 
for these people and their 
successors to put together a 
government for the protection 
of free men, they recognized 
Almighty God — not the State, 
not some benevolent ruler - 
but Almighty God as the 
Creator of man’s liberty. 
Thomas Jefferson said it once 
and for all, in our Declara- 
tion of Independence - ‘‘that 


CLASS WARFARE 


One form of tyranny with 
which the communists and their 
dupes seek constantly to cor- 
rupt our minds, is the notion 
of “class warfare.” It is 
essential to the aims of 
communism that dissension and 
distrust be brought about - 
that workers should hate 
bosses, and vice versa; that 
farmers hate city-dwellers; 
that races and religions hate 
each other; that economic 


they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalien- 
able rights.” 

It is these unalienable 
rights, and the Creator who 
endowed them, which communism 
would wipe from the face of 
the earth. It will not do 
to say that communists are 
merely atheists and deserve 
the same tolerance we accord 
to all beliefs. Their avowed 
purpose is the destruction of 
all freedom and all belief, 
except adherence to an all- 
powerful and tyrannical State. 
And so, as we rededicate 
ourselves to the Christian 
principles on which our nation 
is founded, let us also re- 
dedicate ourselves to Thomas 
Jefferson’ s ‘‘eternal war on 
every form of tyranny over 
the mind of man.” 


groups despise and envy other 
economic groups, and so on. 
Of course, thereisno gett- 
ing away from the fact that 
human society naturally div- 
ides itself into what are 
called classes. Actually, a 
so-called classless society 
is an impossibility —- unless 
all human beings are turned 
into mindless robots. The 
communists themselves have 
proved this, with the rise in 
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chede system of the new 
class” of communist bureau- 
crats who lord it over the 
rest of the people. 

But here in America (up un- 
til recently) what is called 
class-consciousness has never 
been much of a factor in our 
thinking. This is because we 
are a free people, and be- 
cause we have before us the 
Christian ideal. As for econ- 
omic class warfare, on which 
the Reds lay so much stress, 
it is the genius of our free 
enterprise system that every 
man who wants to, can be a 
capitalist. After all, what 
is a capitalist? He is a man 
who has a stake in - a bit of 
ownership — in the capitalist 
system. You may be a steel- 
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worker, or a filling-station 
attendant, or a teacher. But 
if you own your own home, if 
you have invested in a few 
shares of stock, if you buy 
insurance, or have a savings 
account, you are a capitalist 
because you have an interest 
and a stake in the capitalist 
system — the free enterprise 
system which enables the man 
who stokes the blast-furnace 
to be just as much of a cap- 
italist as the president of 
the steel company. 

When you come to think of 
it, capitalism comes closer 
to producing a more nearly 
classless society than any 
other economic system yet 
conceived. But make no mis- 
take about it, the communist 
aim of class warfare has made 
inroads on our thinking. For 
instance, some American labor 
union bosses, perhaps without 
realizing it, have adopted 
the communist technique of 
class warfare to hold their 
power over union members. One 
instance of what I mean is 
particularly shocking. 

The workers in the steel 
mills, after the long and fam- 
ous strike of last year, went 
back to work under a temporary 
injunction shortly before 


Christmas. With the camarader- 
ie which is usual in American 
industry, bosses said ‘good 








morning’ to workers. They 
asked about their families. 
Steel company officials ex- 
tended greetings of the season 
to their workers. Some steel 
mills played carols during 
the Christmas season. The 
average American’s reaction 
to these amenities is —what’s 
so unusual about it? Isn’t 
this as it should be? But ac- 
cording to Steel Labor, the 


official paper of the Steel- 
workers Union, all this was 
‘an insidious wreck-and- ruin 
plot.’ That’s what the paper 
said. It was all dreamed up 
by what the union bosses call- 
ed ‘greedy industrial plan- 
ners.’ The labor leaders, you 
see, adopted the communist 
technique of trying to stir 
up class warfare between 
workers and employers. 


IS WELFARE-STATISM CHRISTIAN? 


Another baleful notion 
which has made inroads on 
American thinking is that 
Christ himself was in favor 
of a welfare state. Unfortun- 
ately, this notion has been 
helped along by unthinking 
people - even certain well- 
meaning churchmen - who have 
confused the Christian ideal 
of charity with government 
handouts. This is a good time 
to refer these welfare-staters 
to the Gospel of Luke. A man 
wanted Jesus to force his 
brother to divide his inheri- 
tance with him. This, of 
course, is the very essence 
of the welfare state — when 
the government, which has 
nothing, takes from you in 
order to give to someone else. 
Jesus replied: “Who made me a 
judge or a divider over you?” 
Yet welfare-staters do not 


hesitate to do what Jesus re- 
fused to do — to be the judge 
and divider of your money. 
Jesus went further in this 
same Gospel and warned the 
people who heard this man’s 
plea to beware of coveting the 
possessions of others. 

tach Christmas season our 
thoughts return to something 
once said to us and others by 
George Sokolsky, the famous 
American columnist. Mr. Sok- 
olsky is a Jew, but his 
Christmas card of some years 
back will bear the repetition 
we have given it in other 
Christmas seasons. It says in 
essence what we have been try- 
ing to say here. George 
Sokolsky said of Christmas: 

“It is a day to rededicate 
oneself to an understanding 
of the Judaic-Christian civ- 
ilization, to the Old and the 
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New Testaments. It is a day 
on which to reject the mater- 
ialists who teach that life 
is purposeless and man a 
thing to be tossed about 
helplessly and hopelessly in 
a struggling but meaningless 
space. It is a day to restore 
the morals of a people so 
that life within the family 
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will be orderly and in God’s 
image. The enemies of God 
preach in this middle of the 
Twentieth Century a doctrine 
of hate; the children of God 
seek love and will find it 
when they return to His com- 
mandments.” To this we would 
add only: A Happy Christmas 
to all!

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Book Review 


THE TRUTH ABOUT CASTRO 


RED STAR OVER CUBA by Na- 
thaniel Weyl, 222 pages, 
Devin-Adair, N.Y., $4.50. 

‘By mid-1960, Cuba was 
governed by a dictatorship of 
the proletariat, guided by 
Moscow and Peiping. The only 
political party allowed to 
function was the Communist 
Party. All independent news- 
papers had been taken over; 
all broadcasting was in Gov- 
ernment hands; it was a crime 
to criticize either the Castro 
dictatorship or Communism.’ 

There, in those few lines, 
is the sordid and terrifying 
fact which forms the basis for 
the exciting story Mr. Weyl 
has to tell. The excitement 
stems from clues and evidence 


piled one upon the other, as 
in a detective story. But the 
sense of excitement is an 
uncomfortable one, to say the 
least, because the shocking 
drama revealed here does not 
concern fictional people, 
places and things. It concerns 
an island in the Western 
Hemisphere — our hemisphere - 
90 miles from the mainland of 
the United States on which we 
maintain an important naval 
base. It also concerns, be- 
sides the Cuban cast of char- 
acters, certain Washington 
officialdom, and a correspon- 
dent for the most influential 
newspaper in America. The 
tragic aspect of the whole 
awful story is that it might 














not have been, but for the 
ineptitude, and worse, of 
some of the public servants 
of the correctly named ‘Blind 
Colossus’ to the north of the 
new Red beachhead in Latin 
America. 

We are being treated these 
days to a concerted attempt, 
led by the usual deluded 
‘liberals’ but sparked by 
smarter and more sinister 
minds, to whitewash Fidel 
Castro. How they will answer 
Mr. Weyl’s sensationa! charges 
(his book is completely docu- 
mented) save by silence or 
smear and innuendo, remains 
to be seen. Nathaniel Weyl 
was once a member of the Com- 
munist Party. He served in 
the same cell as Alger Hiss. 
He specialized in Latin Amer- 
ican affairs while in the 
Party. Needless to say, his 
disaffection and disillusion- 
ment are complete. But he has 
sources of knowledge and in- 
formation about what really 
happened in Cuba, and why it 
happened, which are open to 
no one else. 

His account of Castro’s 
early years, the development 
of his psychopathic personal- 
ity, the ‘cult of filth’ (the 
beards, dirty shirts, bath- 
less bodies of the legions of 
the Brave New World) make for 





seductive reading. But the 
author does not fall into 
the error of dismissing the 
Cuban dictator as just anoth- 
er candidate for the men 
in white coats. This was the 
man, in case anyone has for- 
gotten, who had himself wel- 
comed to the United States as 
a conquering hero. Yet Mr. 
Weyl provides the evidence 
that Castro was a Soviet 
agent as early as 1948; that 
he is a creature who, from 
his early student days, stop- 
ped not even at murder to 
gain his ends; that his rise 
to power in Cuba - Batista or 
no Batista — would have been 
impossible without direction, 
aid, comfort and money from 
the worldwide communist con- 
spiracy and especially from 
its conscious and .unconscious 
dupes in the United States. 
The objective, of course, 
was not merely Cuba, but all 
of Latin America. Mr. Weyl 
believes it is not too late, 
though ‘time is not on our 
side,’ to do certain things 
to wipe out the Red stain 
which threatens to engulf our 
neighbors to the south. But 
we must act —- and act fast. 
Undoubtedly this is one of 
the most important books to 
be published this year.
